Shanghai, which has suffered so 
severely from business depression | 


for so long a time, can afford to feol 


very sympathetic for Tientsin, even’ 


though, when the Settlement was 
at its worst, Tientain was not doing 
so badly,. for it would seem .that, 
what with. political rearrangements 
‘and natural causes, the northern 
port is threatened with: a very 
severe decline, unless, possibly, rail- 
Readers will not 
have fniled to notice that, for a long 
time past, both northern and Shang- 
hai papers ‘have’ been drawing at- 
tention to the rapid silting up of the 
Tientain river, and only a few days 
ago a short report from the “North- 
China Dally Mail” indicated a vory 
serious atate of affairs, . 

- SHIPS UNABLE TO GET uP. 

At present, the port is practically 
closed to steamer traffic, because, 
in order to navigate the “Haiho 
ships have to lighten to.a draft of 10 
ft., or ‘even down to 9-[t, and, as the 
majority on the run draw at least 


+8 ft. Gin, Nght, this means that they 


could not possibly take up more 
than from 300 to 400 tons of cargo, 
and it will be understood that it 
would be still less worth while for 
a boat to’ go up and then come 
put light. The procedure now is 
for steamers to discharge cargo into 
lighters at Tangku, and to send 
passengers up to Tientsin elther by 


‘|launch or ‘railway,’ vand londing is 
done by the same method. 


Very 
few ships attempt the river passage. 
The Tientsin river always has 
been very difficult for navigation, 
with its narrow, shallow and wind- 
ing channels, and in the best sea- 
sons it was not unusual for a ship 
to touch a-bank occasjonally. ‘It 
speaks. well for the skill of’ the 
pilots and captains that serious ac- 
cidents have been so few. Deapite 
all the work done by the Haiho Con- 
servancy, the state of affairs has 
become gradually worse and last 
summer also the river was practic- 
ally closed, though the conditions 
seem. not to have been-quite so bad 
as at present. ‘A recent report from 
Tientgin told of the Chinese. in 
places beyond Tientsin petitioning 
the authorities to put in hand cer- 
tain works not only to improve the 
water-courses, but also to lessen 
the danger of inundations, and they 
offered their services voluntarily; 
but, even if this were done, it would 
have little effect’ on the: Haiho. 
OUTLET FOR MANY RIVERS. 
The Haiho is a comparatively 
short stretch from Tientsin to the 
sen, not so much a river ns an out- 
let for several rivers, It.is in 
charge of the Haiho Conservancy, 
whose highly efficient engineers 
have done ‘much to. keep it navi- 
gable, not only by ‘dredging. the 
channels,’ but by straightening 
them, thus reducing the length of 
the wsterway and, by providing for 
a freer and more powerful scouring, 
assisting in the carriage of the silt 
through ‘to the sea,’ At the back 
of Tientsin there {s a regular net- 
work of rivers, large and small, the 
number of which:can only be‘ap- 
preciated by studying such maps a5 
give details of the Chihli and Mon- 
golian watersheds. These all con- 
verge into the Haiho and all but 


one serve a good ‘purpose, for they, 


have comparatively clear water and 
run strongly, so that they do not 
deposit silt and, actually assist in’ 
ereene the Haiho and keeping it 
clear. 


CAUSE OF ALL TROUBLE. 


The exception is the Yungting, or]: 


Hun River, and this it ia which 
causes all the trouble in the Haiho. 
ltt has its source far back in Mon- 
golia and, fed by thousands. of tri-

Messrs, Hutton’s Manchester 
market report dated July 18 states:

It ig now fairly clear that 
Japan's policy in China is what 
keen observers have for some 
time thought it must continue to 
Ibe, namely, one entirely dependent

riage law, will be started. 

- Of about 4,000 ministers_and 
priests in the Islands, only 260 
have heen registered 
Philippine Library and Museum 
and approved by that institution 
to-solemnise marriages: 


Any of these priests or minis- ; 


ters who have not been register- 
.ed and allowed by the Philippine 
‘Library and Museum to solemnise 
marriage, may pe imprisoned for 
no less’ than six months, and 
fined P200 for violation of the 
ii marriage law, it was pointed 
out, ‘ 

Several religious sects estab- 
lished in Manila’ and elsewhere 
who have applied for authority to 
solemnise marriages, have been 
denied permission for failure to 
possess the necessary requisites 
called for by the law.

RICE INSURANCE, 
GUILD ELABORATES, A NEW 
“SCHEME: | 


. LOSS OF CARGO. 


In order to insure against’ loss of 


their enrgo between the time when 
the cargo ia unloaded from a vessel 
to the time when it is taken to the 
shops, an elaborate scheme has been 
drawn up by members “of the Rice 
Guild of this Colony, 

An fngurance ‘policy has been. 


| drawn up so as'to carry out auch a 


soheme Into practice, and a sum of 
one cent wilt be charged on each 
picul of rice a firm purchases. The 
proceeds are then divided into 
three parts, 10 per cent, will be put 
aside ag salary for the employers of 
the guild, 30 per cent. for ‘reserve 
fund and the.remainder 60 percent, 
us capital for the {ngurance schem2. 

According to the’ regulation, alt 
members of the guild must hand in 
aw daily return of the cargo they 


have purchased. Should accident be 


met with at the time of the shifting 
of the cargo in the hanbour or on 
the wharf, a sum equal to half ‘the 
value of the lost cargo .will be paid. 
On the other hand, ’ the tnsurance 
will not take, any responsibility 
whenever the black cross typhoon 
signal ix hoisted in which case the 
owners are to take the risk them- 
selves nor will it cover'the time 
after 9 p.m, +S 
At present the Guild has a capital 
of $14,000 in which to carry out 
the insurance’ scheme and it has 
been decided that should this sum 
be found insufficient, members will 
be liable to pay contributions. New 
members, however, cannot enjoy the 
privileges of this scheme until. six 
months after thelr entrance.

LENIN AND TROTSKY 


CHANGING ‘TOWN NAMES IN: 
RUSSIA 


DUBBED “ANTICHRIST.” 

“Names, tke other old landmarks, 
have been changing at ‘a rapid 
pace in Russia since the Revolu- 
tion, The records’ show. that 
twenty thousand family and proper 
names have been offically altered 
during the last ten years; and this 
takes no account of the new ap- 
pellations which have come into 
moro cy less general use under 
the Soviet regime, And a study 
of the map reveals sixty-six citles’ 
and towns" of the Soviet Union 
which have’ exchanged old names 
for new, writes a correspondent to 
the “Observer” from Moscow. 

The rush to change’ family and 
Proper. names after the Revolution 
was to some extent a reaction 
from the extreme strictness which 
the: Tsarist duthorities , always 
showed in connection, ‘In former

hotly chanipioned by feminists in 
America, is not at issue in ‘Russa, 
where either party in a marriage 
may freely keep ‘or change his or 
her original name.‘ 


“ANTI-CHRIST” AS A NAME., 


«“Praise-God Barbones” and other 
picturesque scriptural appellations 
of the time of Cromwell have 
their parallela'in Soviet : Russia.

SOME DOUBTS.

‘Among other things he fofeacee 
the end of the stlent film, and 
states. that in future all Paramount 
films will be.made with an orches- 
tral accompaniment, which will 
be reproduced with loud-spenkers 
when the film is shown;' and this 
he says, will be a first step to- 
wards the rea) talking film and 
what ‘he describes as “a new art 
form.” Alrendy two other big 
American ‘corporations have ' ap- 
plied themselves to the develop: 
ment of the “talking film": the 
Fox Film Company has what it 
calls “Movietones,” by which, as 
in Its English variant, “the Phono- 
Nght is transformed into 

sound; and Warner Brothers con- 

trol the invention called “the 
‘| Vitaphone,” which synchronises 
gramophone records with the film. 

Have we here an. invention ‘which 

is going. to revolutionise the 

movies, and march triumphantly 
round the world as wireless broad- 
casting has done?’ 

Yesterday (writes ‘a. correspon- 
dent) I talked to many people 
about the portent—film-producers 
and film-actors, and the managers 
of cinemas, as well as more ordin- 


ary people—and. among a good! 


many indignations and enthusjagms 
and contradictory opinions, I was 
impressed most by two .conversa- 
tions. 


TECHNICAL ADVANCES. 


The first was Mr. EB. A. Dupont, 
the producer of “Vaudeville” and 
of “Moulin Rouge,” who is now 
collaborating with’ Mr. 
Bennett in a film about London— 
the firat atory that Mr. Bennett has 
written especially -for the screen. 
And, talking to him, one: began to 
remember that even the first barrel 
organ made a small fortune for. its 
owner who demonstrated it before 
awe-struck crowds (admission six- 
pence) at a house in Leicester- 
‘square. “New inventions, techni- 
cal improvements, they all have 
their day,” M, Dupont said, “and 
they are freely admired for their 
own sakes—till the novelty has 
‘worn off. Then they. take their 
proper place.” 

| Mx. Lasky has suggeated that the 
future of the “talking film” is to 
provide ‘something more than in- 
cidental. noises, and‘he longs for 
the day when in crucial scenes, 
+| sub-titles will be replaced by dia- 
logue, ‘and loud-speakers will 
grow eloquent and there will be 
a new art. “Suppose,” Mr. Dupont 
said, “the ‘talking film’ is perfect- 
ed. What will be the result? We 
shgll have a perfect imitation of 
& stage-play and who is interest- 
ed in imitations?” .He maintained 
atrenuously and with an infectious 
enthusiasm that the art of the 
film has had: enough of technical 
advances. The trouble was to 
digest.

Mr. Dupont seems to hold that 
the main-virtue, of the film Iles in 
its sefence. Earlier in the day, 
Mr, Anthony Asquith had auggest- 
ed to me that while he thought 
that a film with dialogue would be 
an unfortunate innovation, he said 
that-it' might be legitimate to. use 
nolses to ‘heighten’ the dramatic 
effect. “It is a thing one cannot 
be dogmatic about,” he sald. “But 
if, for example, the banging of a

BEHIND ‘THE SCENES. .
